A largenuinber of housesand barns 
slong the valley between Soiomon 
City and Minneapolis, a distance of 
twenty miles or more, were blown 
dowu, but further loss of life is not 
yet reported. The hail stoues came 
down very thick and some of them 
larger than walnuts, and contained in 
the centersmall pebbles. The cyclone 
did not extend as far east as Abaline, 
but the rain and hail came down for 
about twenty minutes at a lively rate 
and the damayé to window glass is 
cousiderble, ‘Lhe cyclone prover 
Was funuel-shaped, the small 
eud downwara, and at times, as it 
movea ou its forward course, the 
heavy top would carecr over toward 
the east and large jets shoot out in 
various directions.
